Habituated now wo open his whole heart 
tg Ludovicus, he one day mencioned to him this 
nexhaultible fource of grief: ** Alas! my dear 
friend,” fuid he, *‘* my life alone can terminate 
my grief. I had once afon—but all fathers are 
not furtanate. Yeu tell me that you lament the 
lofs of an affectionate father. Ovcruel fingularity 
yf fue! That father is no more, who might 
have rejoiced co behold the virtues of fucha fon— 
end |—-J, alas! @illlive. Atthefe words he affec- 
tiouately peeAtt his hand, and bedewed it with 
sears. ‘Lhe emotion of Ludovicas may be bet- 
ter conceived than cefcribed. Wirth difficulty 
could lie keep his fecret; but he was afraid of 


lofieg all his merit by an untimely difcovery ; and. 


he did uot think that he had yet deferved for- 
givenels. “ 

In the meantime, the affairs of the two friends 
turned out more profperoufly ever fince Ludovi- 
cus had entered into their fervices; and they 
were too generovs to conceal from him, that it 
was owing to his management. They even 
thought it their duty to reward his fervices, and 
admitted him into partnerfhip.

He woald scelate the mitconduct of his 
jon. Tris reiation punithed and afli@ed Ludo- 
vicus; but the demonftrations of friendship that 
accompanied it foon confoled him. How often 
was he upon the point of difcovering himfelf! 
but fear as eften reftrained him. ‘* No,” faid 
he, ‘*let me remain what Lam, fince I am thus 
happy, and why fhould I recall what Ihave been, 
when [ would fain forget it myfeif? I have the 
efeem and friendfhip of my father; and why 
fhould I hazard boch? Ludovicus is efteemed

He continued toconfole himfelf for the cha- 
grin of not being able to call Honosius his fa- 
Aber, by paying him all the duties of a fon.
